Within the next ten years, 
one of every ten Americans 
will suffer with some type of 
mental illness. This rather 
startling prediction by a 
leading psychologist led me 
to investigate further into 
what I shall term the mental 
health problem. 

In connection with my query 
into the situation, I contacted 
Senator Alan Short (Democrat, 
20th District), whom I know is 
concerned with this probiem. 
Senator Short, in his own work 
had uncovered some statistics I 
found to be very thought provok- 
ing. 

As examples: In Baltimore 
10% of the people interviewed in 
a survey suffered from some type 
of mental illness. During a sur- 
vey of two California counties, 
it was found that 10 to 12% of 
those interviewed had some form 
of mental disorder. 

One of every 12 American chil- 
dren suffer at least a mild ill- 
ness. Today, there are 200,000 
children undergoing psychiatric 
treatment. 

The induction services during 
W. W. IIL turned down one of 
every eight draftees due to a 
mental disorder. 

The Present Situation 

At the present time, there are 
45,000 patients in California's 
mental hospitals. Due to the lack 
of trained psychiatrists and psy- 
chologists, of these 45,000, only 
about 12,000 receive the treat- 
ment they require. There are 
some 20,000 patients admitted 
each year to state institutions 
These facts, coupled with the fact 
72° of California's trained psy- 
chiatrists are in the Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and San Diego 
areas, emphasize the understaff- 
nolag of the remainder of the state's 
acilities. 

Lack of finances plague the 
present mental health program. 
Of all the money spent for medi- 
eal research, only two cents of 
the dollar go for research in the 
mental field. Within the next few 
years, more people will be strick- 
en by mental illness than by 
Tuberculosis, Polio and- Cancer 


combined, yet seven times as 
much is spent on research for 
these three diseases than on 


mental health 
The Solution? ? 

Senator Short was hind enough 
to lend me a brochure on the 
Short-Doyle Act for Community 
Health Services. In this _ bill 
Senators Short and Doyle bring 
out six points that will perhaps 
ease the ‘mental health problem’. 

1. Increasing the education of

general practitioners. This will 
aid them in the discrimination of 
a mental illness from a physical 
disorder. (Psychomatia, closely 
akin to hypochondria, is the prob- 
lem here. Due to psychosomatia, 
one-half of the cases treated by 
M.D.s and one-third of the people 
in genera) hospitals are suffering 
from a mental illness with symp- 
toms giving the appearance of a 
physiological disorder). This, of 
course, hinders the patients 
chances for recovery and is a mig- 
usage of time and finances. 

2. Psychiatrie treatment to be 
established in general hospitals, 
This would help abolish some of 
the stigma connected with mental 
illnes People would perhaps 
seek help sooner were it more 
available to them. 

3. Better facilities in smaller 
communities. In many small com- 
munities, there is a complete lack 
of facilities for the accornmoda- 
tion of persons suffering a mental 
disorder, 

4. Greater flexibility of psychi- 
atric services. Many branches of 
today’s mental health services 
are terribly antiquated. Many 
laws concerning mental health 
services are no longer useful. A 
greater flexibility of laws con 
cerning these services would tend 
to ease the situation. 

5. Improvement of re-habilita- 
tion services. (Many patients 
could fe more easily and quickly 
returned to home and society 
with the betterment of re-habili- 
tation services.) 

6. Special facilities for the 
aged. With age, of course, comes 
even further complications in 
connection with the treatment of 
mental illness. Rehabilitation of 
patients is often hindeted by the 
integration of persons of too 
great an age span. 

in Conclusion 

Undoubtedly, mental health is 
fast becoming ene of the great- 
estt problems to face the Ameri- 
can public. In conclusion, I quote 
Senator Short. “Mental health is 
the problem of the public. It 
must be met and dealt with swift- 
ly and soon. Due to the rapid 
increase in the number of mental 
illnesses per capita, now is the 
time to act.” That's it public, now 
is the time to consider your part 
in the betterment of mental 
health conditions.

This question, in all likelihood, is the one most asked 
of us. It is a fair cuestion and one that long has puzzled 
the Hornet. Why ARE all the offices closed at what 1s for 
many students, the only hour in which it is possible to take 
care of matters with the administration ? 

Many secretaries, it is true, like to have lunch with each 
other. It is also true that if one or two girls were left to hold 
the fort in each of the offices of administration that some 
elicht inconveniences might result. But are these incon- 
veniences not small indeed, compared to the inconveniences 
of untold hundreds of students? 

The Hornet strongly recommends that steps be taken 
to establish rotating lunch schedules for each of the major 
offices in the administration buiiding. Not only will the 
student body as a whole appreciate the sacrifices of those 
secretaries asked to shift their lunch hours occasionally, 
but the cafeteria might even be less crowded. 


IS THE GRADING SYSTEM WRONG? 


Just as they are at the end of every semester, grades 
are once again a topic of much conversation on campuses 
about the country. 

A random. and admittedly unprofessional sampling of 
students on the SSC campus, indicates there are definite 
flaws in the present grading system—-whatever that 
might be. 

Many students feel, and The Hornet sees no cause 
for argument here, that grades should not be given on the 
basis of attendance; they should not be given on a curve, 
they should not be given whimsically. On what basis, then, 
should grades be awarded? 

It would seem that the only grade which at all indicates 
a students’ proficiency is the grade he receives from that 
professor who sincerely tries to measure the student’s grasp 
and knowledge of the subject at hand. 

What matter if a student in, say, a mathematics course 
has a poor attendance record IF he can do with the subject 
adecuately ? 

Far too many professors refuse to recognize that some 
students. at least, have very little interest in those subjects 
for which they have a natura! flair. If those students are 
allowed to demonstrate their knowledge and proficiency to 
the class and to the instructor, and if that proficiency is not 
found wanting, why should said students be knocked down 
on haphazard attendance? After all;-is it not just possible 
that some of these bright people might be spending that 
skipped hour in the library, farniliarizing themselves with 
something much more useful and much less boring than the 
elassroom material they are missing? 


TRIVIA IN THE CLASSROOM 


Too much time is being spent on classroom trivia and 
not enough on encouraging talented students to develop 
jdeas. This opinion was uttered earlier in the week by Presi- 
‘dent C. V. Newsom of New York University, and, from this 
‘vants¢e point. it seems to have merit. 

President Newsom said “Fifty thousand technicians are 
no substitute for 50 men who can enunciate new principles 
or can evnthesize existing knowledge to obtain useful ideas.” 

“The mad scramble to keep ahead of Russia in the nu- 
merical production of scientists and engineers,” he said, 
“i< Judicrous and based on misconception.” 

Newsom feels that time spent in formal instruction 
should be diminished. “We try to teach too much anyway, 
including a considerable amount of trivia that possess only 
the justification of tradition,” he said. 

‘A tremendous educational potential in movies, television, 
and well-conceived comic books on science is seen by Presi- 
dent Newsom, who said he wishes the cost of five inter- 
continental ballistic missiles could be devoted to education 


by television. 
Perhaps should be taken to initiate a complete

and objective study of our educational system and its meth- 
ods. If this were done, most of us might just find ourselves 
in accord with President Newsem.

SEW PALTE State 
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Cost Of Living 
Up 6% Since 
1956 in Bay Area 


The cost of living in the San 
Francisco Bay region for 1957 
leaped a whopping six pe~ 7ent 
over 1956, according to the Heller 
Committee for Research im Sociai 
Economics at the University af 
California, Berkeley. 

Compiled for two income levels, 
the over-all costs of the Commit- 
tee'’s annual family budgets rose 
more sharply between 1956 and 
1957 than in any year since 1953, 
when they were revised, the Heil- 
er report shows. 

For one income level—the sal- 
aried worker—there were in- 
creases in al] the major categor- 
ies, and in all but ome category 
of the wage earner’s budget: ais 
total transportation cost which 
remained the same due to a slizit‘ 
drop in the purchase price of @ 
used car. 

The salaried worker had a total 
budget of $8,885 in 1957, of whicn 
$2,184 went for feod. The wazge- 
earner home-owner had a total 
budget of $6,204, of which $1,700 
was spent on food. 

The most spectacular rise for 
beth income levels was that of 
home ownership—between 14 and 
15 per cent. For the salaried 
worker, the price of a home was 
$16,256, or nearly 6 per cent 
above 1956. The mortgage was 
about 5': per cent above 1956, 
and the down payment was near- 
ly 7'2 per cent higher than .ne 
previous year. The length of the 
mortgage dropped from 25 to 23 
years, while the interest rate rose 
from 413 to 5'2 per cent. These 
changes, coupled with a iarger 
mortgage, brought an increase of 
19's per cent in the monthly 
principal and iaterest payments. 

The 1957 Heller Committee 
budgets were prepared under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Emily ri. 
Huntimgton, professor of econom- 
ics at Berkeley. They may be 
tained from the ASUC store. on 
the Berkeley campus for $1.75 sc 
for $1.90 if ordered by mait.

and driver says the California 
Highway Patrol. 

“Most pedestrian traffic acci- 
dents occur because someone dis- 
obeys a law or fails to cooperate 
in traffic,” declared Patro] Com- 
missioner B. R. Caldwell. “An 
analysis of pedestrian traffic ac- 
cidents shows that walkers and 
drivers alike fail to cooperate at 
intersections not controlled by 
signals and between intersections 
on city streets and rural high- 
ways. 

“One of the chief errors made 
by persons walking along rural 
highways is attempting to walk 
with the traffic instead of foilow- 
the law requiring such persons to 
walk on the left side of the high- 
way facing traffic,” Caldwell em- 
phasized. “Pedestrians must keep 
in mind that motor vehicles can- 
not be stopped or a dime; they 
are usually traveling faster than 
it appears to the walker. 

“Drivers can also help prevent 
edestrian accidents by being alert 
for walkers who dash unexpect- 
edly across streets and highways, 
cross at intersections without due 
caution, slip out from behind 
parked cars with special atten- 
tion to school and playground 
areas,” he continued. “Double 
caution should be the order for 
both walker and ‘pedestrian in 
stormy weather and during the 
hours of darkness. 

“Both walker and driver must 
recognize each other’s disadvan- 
tages and cooperate fully for 
utmost safety.”
